LIVE STOCK INDUSTRY 
Live stock raisers in the United States have 
two things to do, as essential to their business, in 
the opinion of Dr. J. R. Mohler, chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry , U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
These essentials, he say s are to increase the 
biological efficiency of their stock to the highest 
degree and to convince and inform the public 
that livestock raising in the United States is an 
essential industry , which deserves consideration 
in proportion to the service it renders. 
The passing of the old wild west rangers has 
resulted in a gradual decrease in the number of 
beef cattle in this country . 
Agriculture Department experts estimate there 
are about 22,000,000 fewer beef cattle, sheep and 
swine in the country than there were 25 y ears 
| ago. Over the same period the population of the 
* United States has increased 35,000,000. 
The decrease in meat animals has also effected 
the corn farmer. Ten y ears ago corn fields ag­ 
gregated about 107,000,000 acres while this y ear 
the corn planting will be about 98,000,000 acres, 
a shrinkage of nearly 1,000,000 acres a y ear. 
Dr. Mohler said these changes are evidences 
of a growing industrialization of the United 
States. 
{ 
“This country is undergoing much the same 
■change that occurred during the last century in 
5 Great Britain,” he said. “At that time the Brit­ 
ish Isles were agriculturally prominent. Agri­ 
culture in turn was largely a livestock enter- 


PROBLEM REMAINS SERIOUS 
Just how great the problem of tuberculosis 
prevention in the United States really is was in­ 
dicated when Miss Jessamine S. Whitney , sta­ 
tistician of the National Tuberculosis Associa­ 
tion, made public an estimate that there are 
270,000 active but unknown and undiagnosed 
cases of tuberculosis in this country . 
“The total number of active cases both known 
and unknown,” stated Miss Whitney , “are be­ 
lieved to number about 810,000. This figure is 
arrived at by multiply ing by nine the last of­ 
ficial recorded number of annual deaths. Ex­ 
perience acquired during intensive cases-finding 
survey s shows that the total number of active 
cases which can be unearthed in a community , 
bears a constant relation to the number of an­ 
nual deaths. This is as nine to one. Two-thirds 
of these, or 540,000 are known cases, most of 
them under treatm ent. One-third, or 270,000 are 
unknown to themselves, their doctors and the 
public.” 
“The problem of finding these 270,000 persons 
is now engaging the activities of 1400 tubercu­ 
losis associations throughout the country who are 
entering on an “early diagnosis campaign.” It is 
financed by funds raised on the Christmas Seal 
Sale conducted each y ear during the holiday 
season.
